COMMUNITY CENTRE 


Completion date approaches 


The new Deseronto and Dis- 
trict Community Centre is now 
90 percent completed accord- 
ing to Recreation Director and 
Arena Manager Jack Layfield. 


Mr. Layfield, who was 
appointed to his position by 
Deseronto Town Gouncil in 
February, said completion is 
scheduled for the end of June. 
An open house is planned for 
late July or early August with 
the official opening in the fall 
when the ice is in. 


The community centre got 
its start in 1969 with the form- 
ation of a recreation committee 
by town council. The initial 
recreation budget was used to 
construct the outdoor facilities 
on Edmon Street. The original 
proposal brought to council was 
to build a community centre in 
three steps; the outdoor fac- 
ilities for immediate use, the 
building itself and the artificial 
ice. 


Although fund raising has 
been carried on since 1969, it 
really got rolling in 1971. The 
Harry Hatch family, who used 
to live in Deseronto, made an 
initial contribution of $6,000. 


Funding also has been pro- 


vided by the Community Centre, 


Grant of $100,000, the Win- 
ter Capital Project Fund and the 
The Cap- 


ital Project Fund allowed for 
a loan of $150,000, a good 


Town of Deseronto. 


portion of which is forgiveable. 
Deseronto has contributed ap- 
proximately $23,000 to the 
building fund. Any addition- 
al costs not covered by the 
Fund Raising Committee wi}l 
probably be debentured. The 
Recreation Committee has 
Municipal Board approval for 
up to $100,000 in debentures. 

Mr. Layfield said the fund 
raising committee, which has 
collected about $45,000 has 
"made tremendous headway in 
the last two years". He credits 
many people for the successful 
fund raising, especially the 
present committee chairman, 
Clarence Zieman. 

"Clarence has kept things 
rolling, kept the committee 
together and maintained a 
steady stream of fund raising 
activities", Mr. Layfield said. 

A number of social and cth- 
letic activities are planned for 
the centre. The main require- 
ment for all of them being 
participation and responsible 
organization. 

The Minor Hockey Commit- 
tee headed by Jack's oldest 
son Dennis is developing a pro- 
gram for area boys interested in 
playing hockey. Initially play- 
ing time will be used for house 
league for the various age 
groups. Players will be drawn 
from the Reserve, the townships 
of Sophiesburg, Tyendinaga and 
Richmond as well as Deseronto. 


The Recreation Committee 
has held preliminary discussions 
about curling and ice time has 
been tentatively scheduled for 
the fall. Mr. Layfield said 
that, as with any activity, 
participation and proper super- 
vision will determine the 
success of the program. 


"Whether curling does or 
doesn't go will depend on the 
number of interested curlers in 
the town and whether or not 
they can get organized. They 
are going to have to get organ- 
ized and come back to me with 
their requirements by early 
fall," he said. 


There has also been some 
discussion about figure skating 
lessons. This too will require 
people who are willing to take 
responsibility. 


"We have to have respons- 
ible supervision before we can 
say we're going to have figure 
skating. In Deseronto we've 
never had anyone responsible 
for recreation other than vol- 
unteers and we've certainly 
never had proper facilities. So 
we are going to need a lot of 
effort and volunteer assistance, ' 
Mr. Layfield said. 


There is also a possibility of 
organized lacrosse, tennis and 
floor hockey. The Recreation 
Committee is working to estab-

At that 
meeting, the council also 
decided there would be no 
objection to the centre ob- 
taining a liquor licence from 
the LLBO for special occasions 
In a meeting May 22, council 
also approved a wage increase 
for the town's two school 
crossing guards.

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The federal Agriculture Depart- 
ments move to chemically kill 
gypsy moths in the Kingston- 
Pittsburgh township area was 
termed wasteful by a Queens 
University biologist, Dr. Ru- 
dolf Harmsen. 

The moths which are spread- 
ing to Canada from the United 
States via Wolfe Island, strip 
trees of their leaves for a week 
or so and then desappear. The 
leaves, however, usually grow 
back. 

Mr. Harmsen says what the 
Agriculture Department calls 
an infestation is merely a 
nuisance and spraying should 
not be started before a public 
inquiry can weigh the harm 
from the chemical against any 
benefit. 

The chemical also kills bees, 
caterpillars and other insects, 
upsetting the balance of nature.

MOHAWK _ SUNDAY 


The annual commemoration of 
the Mohawk people's landing 
in the Bay of Quinte area drew 
a crowd of over 500 on May 25. 
Traditionally called Mohawk 
Sunday, the ceremony re-enacts 
the landing of a group led by 
John Deserontyou nearly 200 
years ago in 1784. 
A birch-bark canoe is carried 
from the shore and overturned 
in front of a commemorative 
cairn marking the spot of the 
first landing. On the canoe 
is spread the Queen Anne com- 
muprion service, perhaps the 
ofdest and most valuable silver 
in Canada today. 


The final scene of the Mohawk 
Sunday tradition takes place at

given by Queen Anne in I710 to 
four Chiefs of the Five Nations 
Confederacy.

England, seeking approval for 
missionaries to be sent to them 
and a fort and a chapel to be 
built. After the chapel was ac- 
cordingly built in I7I1, Queen 
Anne sent a number of gifts in- 
cluding a communion table, altar 
cloths, bibles and the seven- 
piece communion service con- 
sisting of two flagons, two chal- 
ices, two patens and an alms 
basin. 

Each piece is inscribed and 
bears the date letter of I7II. 
During the American Revolution, 
the silver was buried for safe- 
keeping and remained there until 
long after the war ended. The 
members of the Six Nations Con- 
federacy who had remained 
loyal to Britain were forced to 
leave the Mohawk Valley and 
move to Lachine, Que. where 
they remained for seven years.

Before leaving 
Lachine in 1784, the silver was 
recovered and equally divided 
between the two bands. The 
Grand River Indians being the 
larger group received the only 
alms basin in the set.

Interest in history leads to collection 


Melville Hill, the Land and 
Research worker for the Tyen- 
dinaga Reserve, has built up a 
collection of crafts, artifacts 
and historical data that offers a 
unique insight into the Indian 
culture. 

Mr. Hill, when he isn't try- 
ing to solve land problems on 
the reserve, has dedicated his 
time to compiling a history of 
his people. Included in his 
miniature museum, which oc- 
cupies much of his house, are 
pictures of people who played 
a prominent role in the Mohawk 
community, such as the Elected 
Chiefs and the local ministry. 
There are also many items 
that were important in the 
everyday life of the Indian, 
including a birch bark canoe 
suspended from the ceiling. 

The canoe was a gift from a 
friend, Scotty Campbell who 
had bought it before the second 
war for $15.00. 

The collection was actually 
started by Mr. Hill's mother 
who had kept the pictures of 
the ministers on the reserve. 
Mr. Hill became interested 
after he returned from World 
War II in which he served 
with a unit of the Royal Can- 
adian Engineers. 

Mr. Hill said that he has al- 

ays been interested in Indian 
history and he developed that 
interest during his travels with 
the Minister of Lands and 
On his visits to 
Indian communities, he would 
buy various examples of the

Dr. Oronhyatekha, whose 
English name was Peter Martin, 
was born on the Six Nations 
Reserve in Brantford. At the 
request of the Prince of Wales 
he was sent to England to be 
educated. Before his death in 
1907 he practised medicine in 
Napanee, Frankford and 
London, Ontario. 

Mr. Hill is concerned about 
both the safety and fate of his 
collection. He worries about 
his collection being destroyed 
by fire and wonders who will 
carry on his work after he is 
gone.

Since 
then they have gathered a good 
source of Indian history in the 
school library, but we still 
need a museum. 

| hope some of the young 
people on the reserve will be 
interested in maintaining my 
collection. I've noticed the 
younger children are getting 
more interested since they 
started teaching the Mohawk 
language at the school. They 
call me up and want to see my 
collection. | think they're on 
the right track," he said. 

Mr. Hill also hopes to col- 
laborate on a book on the his- 
tory of his tribe. He said that 
most books tend to emphasize 
the progress of the Indian rather 
than their history. In his opin- 
ion the interpretation of Indian 
history taught in schools is not 
given any prominence at all. 

"| would like to go right 
back and find out what they 
(the Mohawks) lived like in 
New York state before they 
came here. | don't want to 


make any changes, | just want 
to get the truth. There's been 
a lot written, some of it true 
and some not. It's been taught 
that Indians were just savages. 
It doesn't tell what our people 
did for the country, like in the 
battles of 1759 and 1812. 

Our forefathers were good 
farmers in the Mohawk Valley, 
they had fine orchards. The 
Chiefs were given land in 
Canada to compensate for the 
large farms they gave up when 
they left the United States," 
Mr. Hill said. 

The Mohawks continuing 
loyalty to Britain is probably 
the outstanding feature of their 
history. Mr. Hill feels people 
on the reserve should be aware 
of this and other aspects of 
their history. 

"Our loyalty to the British 
Crown was done so easily. The 
four Chiefs went over to Eng- 
land in 1710 and had an aud- 
ience with Queen Anne. They 
wanted to see the strength of 


the British army and navy and 
also pledge their allegiance 
to the Crown. The Mohawks 
have never broke away from 
that pledge. 

History gives us a link to 
the past and ours is a proud 
history. We should be able to 
go the another reserve and tell 
them of our accomplishments. - 
If our people were more know- 
ledgeable of our history it 
would benefit them quite a 
bit," he said. 

Mr. Hill said he may lose

But, no matter what 
he does, he will probably go 
on adding to his col!ection 
and studying the history of his 
people.

Church Reaches Fifty 


The United Church congregation 
in Deseronto, now ministered 
to by Bob and Bev Thompson 
celebrated the 50th Anniver- 
sary of the United Church of 
Canada with two services on 
Sunday . 

There were two guest 
preachers on Sunday, Rev. H. 
A. Servage, 1959-60 and 1963- 
64 and Rev. Wesley Neelands, 
minister from 1952-59, who 
spoke in the evening. 

A pie social on Tuesday was 


also included in the celebration. 


The social was highlighted by 
skits, music and pies prepared 
by the United Church Women. 
An exhibit depicting the his- 
tory of the Church is on display 
in Stover Hall. 

The history of the United 
Church in Deseronto, which 
developed from the union of 
the Presbyterian and Congre- 
gationalists with the Method- 
ist Church of Canada in 1925, 
dates back to the 1860's, when 
the town was known as Mill 
Point. 

In the early sixties, min- 
isters from the Wesleyan 
Methodist church from the 
Shannonville circuit began 
preaching in Deseronto. Soon 
after a Union Church was 
built and used for services by 

the Wesleyan Methodists, 
Anglicans and Presbyterians. 


Shortly after the coming of 
the Wesleyan preachers, the 
Rev. Mr. Barnet introduced the 
Episcopal faith to the area. 

In 1876 Messrs. Hall and Wag- 
ar, Evangelists, conducted a 


series of meetings in a temp- 
orary tabernacle erected on the 
north-east corner of Thomas 
and Centre Streets. 

The success of these meet- 
ings resulted in the building 
of the present church at the 
corner of Fourth and Thomas 
Streets. Rev. Shorts was the 
Pastor when the Church was 
built. The Pastor when the 
Wesleyans, Episcopal, New 
Connections (or Bible Christ- 
ians) and Primitive Methodists 
formed the Methodist Church 
of Canada in 1884, was Rev. 
Mallory. : 

In 1884 the value of the 
Church property was estimated 
at $4,500. The minutes of 
August 1884 show that Rev. H. 
Williams had been succeeded 
by Rev. D.O. Crossley. At 
the same meeting Christopher 
Cronk was appointed sexton 
at a salary of $78 per year. 

The membership of the 
church increased steadily from 
233 in 1885 to 342 in 1894 
with an additional 100 members 
on trial. In 1905 the Pastor, 
Rev. A.J. Strike was voted a 
salary of $1,000 per year. The 
Board of Stewards in that year 
was A.Oliver, Geo. Gonyou, 
Chas. Wagar, E. Ficthett, 
Fred Cook, Percy Stover and 
Dr. E.D. Vandervoort. 

After the union in 1925 the 
Church was expanded to hold 
the ever-growing congregation. 


One of the members of the 
Committee on Church Union 
was Rev. F_H. Howard, father 
of Mrs. Margaret Cole, grand-

father of Mary Hird and great- 
grandfather of Mary, Jodie 
and Chuck Hird. In 1930 the 
congregation was reorganized 
according to the Constitution 
of the United Church as set 
forth in the Basis of Union. 

A number of Pastors served 
the church from 1930 to 1960, 
among these were: Rev. \V.D. 
Harrison, 1930; Rev. A.H. 
Hoare, 1932; Rev. H.A. Bunt, 
1936; Rev. T.F. Townsend, 
1947; Rev. C.W.Neelands, 
1952. In 1961 Deseronto join- 
ed Morven and Forth line for a 
five year period and Rey. 
Douglas Blair was inducted as 
fulFtime minister. 

In 1962 all Women's Organ- 
izations of the United Church 
became known as " United 
Church Women". The first 
president in Deseronto was 
Mrs. G. Rendell. In 19634 
Christian Education Committee 
was formed with William Kells 
serving as Chairman.

The Mill Rates for 1975 of: 149.67 mills Residential Public 
and 172.38 mills Commercial and Industrial Public are up 31.87 
mills (27%) and 23.72 mills (16%) respectively over 1974 which 
co-incidentally, are almost identical to the mill rates struck for 
the year 1972 of: 150.04 Res. and 170.79 Comm. and Indust. In 
1973 and 1974 taxes were reduced by 17% and 5% respectively 
due to the increased Provincial Assistance by way of two new 
grants and this still holds for this year, however, the County of 
Hastings rate this year jumped 30 mills (78%) and Education 
rates are up 7.5 mills (18%); the Town's rate for General 
Purposes although up in Net dollars by $5,200 over 1974, is down 
in mill rates by 4.9 Residential and 20.06 mills Commercial, 
because of increased assessment ($24,000) anda new formula for 
calculating millrates this year. 

On a typical residential assessment of $2,000.00 the taxes 
for 1975 will be $299.34 whereas they were only $235.60 in 1974, 
an increase of $63.74 in 1975.

Grant awarded to Public Library 


A $500 Reading Stimulation 
Grant awarded to the Deseronto 
Public Library will be like a 
vitamin shot to the young read- 
er's section of the library. 


The cheque, which will be 
presented to librarian Stella 
Carney on, as yet, an unan- 
nounced date, was awarded by 
the Canadian Federation of 
The fed- 
eration annually donates one 
$1,000 grant or two $500 grants 
to small libraries, with or work- 


University Women. 


ing under a qualified librarian, 
in a regional system, and op- 
erating on a small budget. 

The award came as a very 
pleasant surprise to Mrs. Carney 
who discovered the availability 
of the grant while looking 
through library journals. She 
immediately submitted a re- 
quired detailed list showing 
what material would be bought 
with the money, categorizing 
them into areas such as pic- 
ture books, poetry, folklore 
and Canadiana. 

Ina letter notifying Mrs. 
Carney of the grant, the fed- 
eration termed her choice of 
books as excellent. 

The regional library in turn, 
has offered to order the new 
books and catalog them, all part 
of a free service under the reg- 
ional system. 

The grant will be used to 


update and improve the children's 


section of the library by 
sorting through and replacing 
books that could not be dis- 
carded before, due to lack of 
funds. 


"A lot of the books are old 
and in very bad condition and 
but for a lack of funds would 
have been weeded out before 
now. We will replace some 
old, worn out books with new- 
er copies of the same and also 
order more modern books. Of 
course, the classic children's 
books will be replaced," says 

rs. Carney. 

She is confident that the 
new books will be put to good 
use and appeal to both the 
pre-schoolers and older child- 
ren. 

"The little children , es- 
pecially are using the library 
more and more. We were lent

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Lamprey 
menace 
attacked 


Teams from Environment Canada's 
Control Centre are attempting 
to destroy sea lampreys, a 


notorious fish mutilator, in the 
Ontario and New York streams 


entering Lake Ontario. 


Six years ago, anglers 
fishing on the shores of the 
Credit River in the Toronto 
area were pulling out coho 
salmon with chunks torn from 
their sides, victims of sea 
lamprey that had entered from 
Lake Ontario. 


Of the several hundred 
coho examined in the Credit in 
1969 by Ontario biologists, only 
one escaped unscarred. 


Sea lamprey have been in 
the Great Lakes for centuries, 
preying mainly on lake trout. 
But it took the introduction of a 
new delicacy, the coho salmon 
being experimentally stocked , 
to trigger the destruction of the 
lamprey menace in earnest. 


In 1971 the federal gov- 
ernment's Control Centre moved 
into Lake Ontario and treated all 
23 known sea lamprey producing 
streams with lampricide. The 
program continues. 


Dr. Jim Tibbles, Director 
of the Sea Lamprey Control 
Centre named Duffin, Lynde, 
Oshawa and Grafton creeks, 
and the Salmon River, as the 
Ontario streams receiving treat- 
ment this year.

Presqu'ile offers 
2,200 nature acres 


If you're more than just a 
camper and looking for a 
vacation spot within easy dis~ 
tance of home, a good place 
to try is Presqu'ile Provincial 
Park on Lake Ontario near 
Brighton. 

One of eastern Ontario's 
natural environment parks, 
Presqu'ile offers 2,200 acres 
of outstanding recreational, 
natural and historical features. 
Development has been kept to 
a moderate level in order to 
protect and preserve valuable 
park resources and the natural 
quality of the landscape. 

The park offers diverse 
biological communities in a 
small area, especially plants. 
In the park's "gravel fingers" 
area is a type of forest cover 
usually found hundreds of miles 
north. 


Also seen each spring 
and autumn are thousands of 
birds migrating along the 
Atlantic and Mississippi flyways 
to the converging point on the 


park's sandy peninsula. As 
early as March and April, 
hundreds of waterfowl can be 
observed off the point as 

they wait for lakes further north 
to thaw. As the weather 
warms, shore birds and song- 
birds become increasinoly 
common. Most birds continue 
on to the forests of northern 
Ontario, but many others stay 
to nest on the system of offshore 
island sanctuaries that harbour 
thousands of gulls and terns 


every season. 

The park's museum of 
natural history at Lighthouse 
Point has two floors of exhibits 
and aquariums, complete with 
asmall indoor theatre to help 
campers understand and be more: 
aware of the natural history 
of the park. 

During July and August, 
five naturalists lead thirteen 
guided nature walks and canoe 
trips and prepare seven evening

This is directed to motorists 
who annually take thousands of 
lives on Canada's highways. 


One of them may be your 
neighbour, local businessman 
or even yourself. It's not easy 
to detect these people vhae 
cars are instruments of death. 
They seldom show any sign 
of remorse and they are never 
punished. 


The chief causes of this 

loss of life are an obsession 

for speed and inattention. 
They apparently feel that one 
life more or less is unimportant 
if they can shorten their trip by 

two or three minutes. They 
also don't want to miss any of 
the conversation of their pas- 
sengers or fail to switch stations 
on the radio even if they aren't 
always sure what's on the road 
ahead. 


Their victims - can't speak 
for themselves and no one will 
ever take their killers to court, 
so perhaps these drivers don't 
mind if they leave a body or two 
on the road. Perhaps they think, 
if they think at all, that roads 


were designed for cars and 
nothing or no one else. 

These same drivers pro- 
bably stop for school buses and 
are careful to obey most of the 
traffic laws. Some of them 
will even brag that they've 
never ~been caught speeding. 
The lives they take are of 
little consequence to them as 


long as they don't dent a fender. 


These people, of course, aren't 
all bad, some of them are very 
conscientious about not litter- 
ing the roads. They wouldn't 
throw garbage out the window, 
but if they grind a body into 
the pavement, they'll say it 
couldn't be helped. 

Canadian wildlife and 
domestic pets, the defence- 
less victims of this slaughter 
deserve a better fate. To die 
under the wheels of a car is 
a horrible and unnatural death. 
You may feel that the death 
of a dog, ground hog or skunk 
is no reason for concern. 

Some day one of our children 
may die a similar death and 
all of us will feel saddened.

crops, both wild and cultivated. 


During the Second World 
War it seemed as though we 
were well on the way to win- 
ning the battle’of the bug. It 
was during the war years that 
the miracle chemical DDT was 
discovered and first put to use. 
It looked as though all our 
troubles were over, a single 
spraying of the stuff meant 
death to countless thousands 
of insects. However, not 
only did DDT kill the harmful 
insects, it also killed those 
insects which under natural 
conditions would eat them. 
Using DDT was something like 
bombing a city, killing not 
only enemy troops but harmless 
women and children too. Man 

also under-estimated the 
ability of insects to adapt to 
changing conditions. | men- 
tioned earlier that insects can 
breed at fantastic rates. The 
faster a creature can reproduce, 
the faster changes can be made 
in its characteristics. This 
means in practical terms that 
insects with their rapid repro- 
ductive rates are capable of 
developing resistant strains to 
poisons much faster than “high- 
er" animals. | havé read that 
the common Americal field 
mosquito is now immune to all 
the usual insecticides and this 
may well be true. In order to 
keep ahead in the race, man 
has to keep producing more 
poisonous chemicals to control 
insect pests. 

Most of these chemicals 
are really poisonous, not only 
to the insects they are inrended- 
to kill but also to-other forms 
of life, including man himself. 
This was clearly proved in the 
case of DDT, but there are now 
even nastier chemicals on the 
market . Many of these

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chemicals do not break down 
into harmless substances 


quickly, which means that 
every time you eat garden 
produce which has been spray- 
ed, you stand a good chance 

of eating a very small amount 
of poison. It is hard to tell 
what these repeated small doses 
might do to our health in future. 
Not only are chemical pest- 
icides dangerous, they are also 
expensive, most of them 
requiring oil. If commercial 
apple growers spray at the rates 
recommended by the Department 
of Agriculture this year, they 
will have to increase the price 
of their apples to meet their 
increased costs. Thus the 
consumer pays for the poisons he 
eats. 

Many people are question- 
ing the use of pesticides on 
garden produce now , for both 
reasons, and are taking pains 
to buy non-sprayed produce or 
grow their own. These are the 
people that this column is 
written for. The folks who 
like to grow their own vege=_ 
tables and flowers. If you are 
looking for advice about what 

to spray on your garden next, 
then don't look here! Under 
really dire circumstances | 
might recommend the use of 
rotenone (derris dust) or pyre- 
thrum, both naturally occuring 
substances that quickly break 
down into harmless compounds. 
There is a tendency to regard #= 
non-pesticide users as part of © 
the lunatic fringe. Be that as 
it may, I'm firmly convinced 
that there are better ways to 
tackle this particular problem, 
and | will be discussing them 

in later articles.
